They were des­ 
tined thereafter, through a long and 
very dark period, to undergo many se­ 
vere deprivations in this respect—not 
the least of them being lack of pins. 
Think, O ye fair ones, of trying tof get 
along without pins! 
But it had to be 
done, for the colonies were dependent 
upon Europe for their supply of pins, 
as well as for many other things, and 
this was cut off by tho war. Even the 
most fashionable ladies of Boston and 
other centers of population were com­ 
pelled to have resort to thorns for tho 
fastening of their garments, and his­ 
tory tells us that the spines of certain 
cacti actually were utilized to a consid­ 
erable extent. 
Ours is supposed to be the age of 
luxury par excellence, in dress as in 
other matters, and yet the women of 
today are not more beautifully attired 
than wore those of the well-to-do class 
in the colbnies during the period just 
before tho Revolution. 
They wore 
silks, satins and laces as exquisite as 
any that can bo found in our modern 
shops—fetched, of course, by trading 
vessels from France—together with all 
sorts of other costly feminine gear, in­ 
cluding ribbons, trimmings, stockings, 
gloves, shoes and dainty materials for 
the making of undergarments. 
There were, however, a great many 
women in the various colonies who. 
Ion/? before the coming of the war, had 
made up their minds to do without 
pretty .things, so far as was prac­ 
ticable. We read of pretty Patty Par­ 
sons, during the British occupancy of 
Philadelphia, who cut up the em­ 
broidered 
sky-blue 
satin 
waistcoat 
which her grandfather had worn at tho 
English court, and made"out of it a 
“jockey*'—deemed by admirers most 
becoming. And of another girl, a 
friend of Patty's, who converted a 
trooper’s scarlet coat into a jacket, 
using tho lefto\^r pieces to make a 
pair of warm gloves, which she bound 
with gray ’squirrel fur. Tho collar and 
cuffs of the Jacket were likewise of 
squirrel fur, which excolJently matched 
a gray homespun skirt. 
In those times it was no very seri 
out undertaking for a young woman 
to make a pair of ploves for herself. 
Indeed, though ilihi and expensive 
gloves were imported from Franco, or­ 
dinary ones for every-day wear were 
commonly manufactured at home. 
Mrs. Alice M. Earlo (to whoso books 
of high historic value the writer ac­ 
knowledges indebtedness) says that of 
all deprivations suffered by women 
during the Revolution none was so se­ 
vere as that of gauze. At that period 
the fashions demanded this material 
for an astonishing variety of purposes. 
There were gauzo caps, gauze bonnets, 
gauze apron.s, gauzo ribbons, gauze 
korchiefs, flounced gauze petticoats, 
and oven gowns of gauze. 
But most 
of all was gauze needed 
the high 
head-dresses of that epoch, which 
I could hardly be put togetflier and held 
in place without it. 
So lato as the year 17S2, in a 
J.ondon fashion journal, a tonsorial 
'“artist" is found advertising “a new 
method of stuccoing tho ha^r in the 
most fashionable taste, to last with 
very little repair during the wholo ses­ 
sion of parliament.

guineas. N. B.--He takes but one hour 
Vo build tho head and two for baking 
it."

As soon as they are baked,

Horseradish Sauce.—Take a cupful 


of freshly grated horseradish, one 
teaspoonful of salt, a half teaspoonful 
of sugar, a dash of cayenne, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of lemon juice; mix well 
and just before serving add a half 
cupful of whipped cream. 


Popovers.—Beat two eggs without 


separating, add a cupful of milk, and 
then "add this slowly to a cupful of 
flour mixed with a teaspoonful of salt. 
Grease very hot gem pans and bake 40 
minutes in a hot oven. 


Corn Bread.—Beat two eggs very 


light, add a tablespoouful of sugar, a 
teaspoonful of salt, a cupful of flour, 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a cupful aud a half of sour 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of softened 
butter and a half teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in the milk. Bake In a well 
greased dripping pan. 


Dumplings.—Take a cupful of milk, 


add one egg, a little salt and flour, 
enough to make a stiff mixture; add- 
ing two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. 
Drop from a spoon and cook 


eight minutes without removing the 
cover. If a teaspoon Is us^d for drop- 
ping, eight minutes is sufficient time 
for cooking. 


Raisin Pie.—Grate the rind and chop 


the pulp of a lemon, add a cupful of 
raisins, a pinch of salt, a half cupful 
of molasses, a tablespoonful of butter. 
Boil together one cupful of sugar 
(brown) a half cupful of flour and two 
cupfuls of water five minutes; add the 
other ingredients and bake in two 
crusts.

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Three Barns Burned. 


During tbe storm on Thursday evening 


the large bank barn, on the farm of Chas. 
Trimpie, in Springfield township, York 
county, was destroyed by fire at 7:30 o'- 
clock, entailing a loss of $3500. Practi- 
cally all the farming implements were con- 
sumed by the flames, in addition to this 
year's crops. A straw shed and bog sta- 
ble adjoining, were burned to the ground. 
All the live stock was taken from the 
barn. Reports of explosives were heard 
when the fire was at its height. A barrel 
of gasoline and a half barrel of kerosene 
exploded in the fire.

about $2,500, partially covered by insur- 
surance. All the livestock was saved ex- 
cept one calf. Some of this year's hay 
crop and a goodly quantity of wheat were 
burned. The wagon shed which is locat- 
ed near the barn was saved. 


The barn of Eli Krepps, near Sherman's 


church, York county, was struck by light- 
ning about 8 o'clock on Thursday even- 
ing and burned to the ground, together 
with all of the grain, hay, and a number 
of farming implements. The livestock 
was saved with difficulty.

had just completed hauling grain, and all 
of his hay made before harvest was in the 
barn. The loss is estimated at several 
thousand dollars. 


William L. Snyder, of near Dallastown, 


York county, sustained a fractured collar 
bone, a dislocated hip and also had a por- 
tion of his foot severed on Friday after- 
noon when he was thrown against the 
knives of a binder which was being used 
in the field to cut grain. The accident oc- 
curred when Snyder was descending a hill 
in tbe field with horses hitched to the bin- 
der It appeared that the horses could 
not hold the weight of the implement and 
started to run away. In trying to hold 
them back, Snyder, who was walking with 
the saddle horse, was thrown against the 
binder.

Monsif nor M'Devitt Appointed 
Bishop of This Die cese by Pope 


Philadelphia, July 13-Mgr. Philip R. 


McDevitt.RUperintendent of parish schools 
for the archdiocese of Philadelphia and 
widely known as a Catholic churchman, 
lecturer and educator, has been appointed 
Bishop of Harrisburg by Pope Benedict to 
succeed the late Bishop Shan^han. The 
announcement of the appointment was re- 
ceived here from Rome today. Mgr. Mc- 
Devitt was born in this city on July 12, 
1858. He is a son of the late Richard and 
Mary A. McDevitt. He graduated from 
LaSalle College, in the class of 1877, and 
after attending the seminary of St Charles 
Borromeo, at Overbrcok, was ordained to 
the priesthood in 18S5. His first appoint* 
was as an assistant at the Church of the 
Nativity, Philadelphia. He served there 
until he was appointed superintendent of 
parish schools in May, 1899. On the cele- 
bration of his silver anniversary as a priest 
he was created domestic prelate with the 
title of monsignor by Pope Pius X. Mgr. 
McDevitt is widely known not only in local 
circles, but nationally. His work as a lec- 
turer and his activities as an educator 
brought him into prominence. He is vice- 
president of the playgro'nd commissi'n and 
is actively interested in various philan- 
thropic enterprises. 
One of th<> monu- 


ments of his efforts in behalf of the chil- 
dren of this city is the Catholic Girls' 
high school, of which be is head. He is at 
present attached to the Church of St. 
John the Evangelist.

He read Lincoln's call to anus 
from the pulpit, and an attempt was made 
to bar him from Leshty's church, near 
Hanover, which he also served, for ex- 
pressing Union sentiments. During tfce 
Battle of Hanover, he was consulted'bj 
Generals Kilpatrick andCuster, and he of- 
ficiated that night at the funeral of caval- 
rymen killed there. 


The following children survive: Misses' 


Annie G., Blanche L.. and M. Bertha; and 
Paul Ziober, all at home. A sister, Miss 
Katharine Zieber, of Heading, also sur- 
vives. Mrs. Zieber died 12 years ago. In-

Put a smali amount Qf drippings 
in the frying pan, add tho sliced onion 
and brown a little, then add tho applo 
and a small amount of boiling wator, 
a sprinkling of sugar, salt and popper 
and cook until all are well done. This 
dish may bo baked in tlio oven and re­ 
quires less care. 
Potatoes a la Maitre d'Hotel.—Usu 
ally new potatoes are served in thitf 
manner, but freshly cooked diced po* 
tatoes aro also good. 
Cook the pota 
toes until tender, drain them, then 
toss them in melted butter, well mi^ed 
with minced parsley, adding lemon 
juice to tasto. season >vith salt and 
caycnne and serve hot. 
A pot of parsley may bo grown all 
the year around so that ono may havo 
the touch of flavor for various dishes 
as well as for ganiishlng.

Tributa. 


Utlcn, N. Y,—Utloa Is to have an­ 
other holiday, one entirely and cxrlu- 
alvely its own. to bo observed this year 
and henceforth annually as long as the 
city stands. It is to bo known as Proc­ 
tor day, in honor of a citizen, philan­ 
thropist and benefactorwho has done so 
much for the city—who has surrounded 
it with parks and established many of 
its charitable and public enterprises. 
Added, then, to the usual holidays of [ 
the year, so far as Utica is concerned, 
will be Proctor day, Avhcn the people 
will cease from their labors and cele­ 
brate the day in a fitting manner, look­ 
ing forward to it from year to year as 
an established occasion in the life of 
the city. 
All this was determined and settled 
upon at a meeting of citizens held in 
the common council chambers, the 
mayor of the city, Hon. James D. 
Smith, presiding. 
Mayor Smith gave his indorsement of 
the project, declaring that he 'Nva.s Avill- 
Ing to serve in any capacity that w'ould 
be useful to the project, D, F. IIoAve, 
secretary of the chamber of commerce. 
W’as chosen secretary, and he also ex­ 
pressed his gratiiicatlou over the fact 
that a Proctor day had been inaugu­ 
rated. 
A general discussion followed, and 
wa5’s and means of organizing Proctor 
daj^ upon a permanent basis were con­ 
sidered. The opinion prevailed that a 
permanent and self perpetuating body 
should be formed for conducting the 
celebration from year to year, with au­ 
thority to appoint committees to assist 
as occasion might require. 
It Is understood, although It was not 
finally settled, that the celebration this 
year should be held Saturday, July 8. 
There w^as some discussion as to the 
practicability of having the celebration 
so near to the Fourth of July, but this 
wa.s regarded as a matter which could 
be determined after more considera­ 
tion. 
The question of financing the holiday 
also came up for discussion, and the 
opinion prevailed that the celebration 
should, not be of a character requiring 
a heavy expense. It was agreed that 
there should be bands, speaking and a 
few’^ attractions in the park.«i, but that 
the aim should bo to make the occasion 
as much of a homo affair as possible, 
nvhere the people of the city could 
come together in pleasant recreation 
and amusement. As a mode of raising 
the little money required it w^as sug­ 
gested by Mr. Maher, and the sugges­ 
tion was generally approved, that 
»mall receptacles should be i)laced in 
the stores and factories of the city, 
Jnto which the people might deposit 
whatever amounts tho}’^ choose to de­ 
fray the expenses.

that the receptacles should bear the 
following inscrii)tion:

the yolks, add a table­ 
spoonful of sugar, a ta­ 
blespoonful of shortening, a cupful of 
milk, a half teaspoonful of salt, anrl 
one and a half cupfuls of flour, sifted, 
Avitli two teaspoonfuls of baking pow­ 
der, beat again and fold in the well- 
beaten whites of the eggs iind bake in 
three plepan^ 
Tho mixture should 
not bo more than half an inch thick 
in each. 
As .soon as they are baked, 
butter and pile them one on top of 
the other and send to tho table piping 
hot. 
Horseradish Sauce.—Take a cupful 
of freshly grated horseradish, one 
teaspoonful of salt, a half teaspoonful 
of sugar, a dash of cayenne, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of lemon juice; mix well 
and just before serving add a half 
cupful of whipped cream. 
Popovcrs.—Beat two eggs without 
separating, add a cupful of milk, and 
then add this slowly to a cupful of 
Jlour mixed with a teaspoonful of salt. 
Grease very hot gem pans and bake 40 
minutes in a hot oven. 
Corn Bread.—Heat two eggs very 
light, add a tabjespoonful of sugar, a 
teaspoonful of salt, a cupful of flour, 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, a cupful and a half of sour 
milk, two tablespoonfuls of softened 
butter and a half teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in tho milk. Bake in a well 
greased dripping i^an. 
Dumplings.—Take a cupful of milk, 
add one egg, a little salt and ilour, 
enough to make a stiff mixture; add­ 
ing two teaspoonfuls of baking pow­ 
der. 
Drop from a spoon and cook 
eight minutes without removing the 
cover. 
If a teaspoon is us^d for drop­ 
ping, eight minutes is suiilcient time 
for cooking. 
Raisin Pie.—Grate the rind and chop 
the pulp of a lemon, add a cupful of 
raisins, a pinch of salt, a iiali cupful 
of molasses, a tablespoonful of butter, 
lioil together one cupful 
of sugar 
(brown) a half cupful of flour and two 
cupfuls of water live minutes; add the 
other ingredients and bake jn two 
crusts.

Loml)ard league in the twelftii cen­ 
tury, opposing l*'red(M*ick Barbarossa 
during tho several campaigns whereby 
he iittempted to re-etablish the West­ 
ern empire on a Charlenmgne scale. 
In 12oG the city was stormed and pil­ 
laged by th(' Sicilian emiieror, Fred- 
eri(*k II. a catasiroplie which the in­ 
habitants were able to bear with moro 
eouanimitv after 
this ruler's over- 
wh(»lming detVat before tin» walls of 
Parma, when his iniperi;il crown was 
placed In moek(4\\ on the head of a 
hunchback beggar, who was given a 
‘‘triumphal entry” into the victorious 
toNMi.

Another great artist of Vicenza was 
the precocious peasant boy *Mantegna, 
who left his jlock of .shi*ep at the Jige 
of eleven in or<lei‘ to become a great 
painter unde]* the patronage of the 
uni(iue Squarcione, a tailor famous 
both as art connoisseur and teacher. 
The .stilTness of Mantegna’s draperies 
Is said to be ticconnted for by his 
custom of drawing from models clad 
In paper or in gunnued fabrics.

Three Barns Burned. 
During thc storm wi Thursday evening 
thc large bank barn, on thc farm of ChaF. 
Trimpie, in Springfield township, York 
county, was destroyed by lire at 7;30 o'­ 
clock, entailing a Io f s of $3500. 
Practi­ 
cally all thc farming implements \vcre con­ 
sumed by thc flames, in addition to this 
year’e crop«. A straw shed and hog sta­ 
ble adjoining, were burned to thc ground. 
All thc live stock wjis taken from the 
barn. 
Reports of explosives were heard 
when the fire was at its height, A barrel 
of gasoline and a half barrel of kerosene 
exploded in the fire. 
Lightning about 4 o’clock on Thursday 
afternoon destroi’cd a large bank barn on 
the farm of Lewis Kintar, in Washington 
township, York county, entailing a loss of 
about $2,500, partially covered by insur- 
Burance. All thc livestock was saved ex­ 
cept one calf. 
Pome of this year's hay 
crop and a goodly quantity of wheat were 
burned. The wagon shed which is locat­ 
ed near the barn was saved. 
The barn of Eli Krepps, near Sherman’s 
church, York county, was struck by light­ 
ning about 8 o’clock on Thursday even­ 
ing and burned to thc ground, together 
with all of thc grain, hay, and a number 
of farming implements. 
Thc livestock 
was saved with difficulty. 
Mr. Krepps 
had just completed hauling grain, and all 
of his hay made before harvest was in the 
barn. The loss is estimated at several 
thousand dollars.

binder. His son, Austin, who was tending 
the binder, escapcd serious injury by 
jumping.
